RESPONSE 

In response to the Office Action dated 1 1/29/2007 finding that applicant has claimed 
twelve different patentably distinct inventions (i.e., no one of which is made "obvious" in view 
of any other or combination of others under 35 U.S.C. §103), applicant hereby elects for further 
substantive examination in the present application the patentably distinct Invention III 
comprising claims 14, 21-23, 38-42 and 45.
